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When we go to the 
theater to see a 
wonderful play, it is 
easy to get caught up 
in the dialogue, 
perhaps paying little 
attention to the many 
other elements that 
go into it. This month 
we were able to talk 
with Sarah Baptist, a 
local artisan who has 
acted as Set 
Designer and scenic 
artist for a wide 
variety of 
productions. 

Sarah was born and raised in Clarion, 
Pennsylvania where she completed her 
undergraduate work receiving a Bachelor of Fine 
Arts degree at Clarion University. She went on 
from here to receive her Masters for Production 
Design and Technology at Ohio 
University. In the pursuit of her 
career, she has moved to places 
such as Washington,D.C., 

Milwaukee Wisconsin, and Maine. 


and A Walk in the Woods . She has also designed 
sets for the Bloomsburg Theatre Ensemble, 
Theatre Outlet in Allentown, and for Musikfest 
Association of Bethlehem. 


One of the things we will never notice when we go 
in to see a play is how much work goes into the 
preparation and fabrication of the wonderful sets. 
Sarah told us that the process from initial script 
review to opening night takes about 2-3 months for 
most productions. The set is one of the first 
elements that must be considered in any play. The 
designer must work hand in hand with the Director, 
the props manager, the lighting manager, and the 
resident painter. Sarah was also responsible for a 
lot of the painting at PA STAGE as there was not a 
resident painter at that time. In addition she would 
have to be in tune with the Costume designer to 
make sure color schemes were appropriately 
matched and not clashing with each other. 


She came to Allentown in 1988 to 
accept a position at the PA STAGE 
CO. as the resident set designer, a 
position she held for five years. Part 
of the long list of productions she 
was responsible for include Lost in 
Yonkers . Some Enchanted Evening . 
Beau Jest . Candida . Ain't Misbehavin '. 















The art of illusion is the tool of a set designer. 
Whether it is an outdoor scene or the room of a 
period house, the set is an integral part of the play 
that helps set the tone and mood the director is 
looking for. One of the sets that Sarah considered to 
be among her favorite to design was for Plavland at 
the Theatre Outlet. In it she was also responsible for 
the lighting which she incorporated into the scenery 
to create a carnival setting. This set is pictured here 
along with a few samplings of some of her other 
work. 

As a direct offshoot of her training in the use of paint 
for illusion, Sarah has started creating faux finishes 
in peoples homes. She is able to paint walls, as well 
as many other surfaces, giving them the illusion of 
being made of wood, marble, granite, and other 
textures. She states that she enjoys this type of work 
as it always presents a unique situation with every 
job. As with many other artist we have interviewed, 
Sarah would like to some time be living somewhere

Gay Rights in the Workplace 


The Lehigh Valley Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
sponsored a seminar on employment 
discrimination based on sexual orientation on 
Wednesday, January 11,1995. Bethlehem 
Attorney Anne Felker, who handles a significant 
number of discrimination cases, addressed about 
20 members of the gay and lesbian community. 

Ms. Felker outlined the existing laws prohibiting 
employment discrimination, the rights of 
employees and answered questions from the 
audience. 

Ms. Felker began by summarizing Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 which prohibits 
employment discrimination based on race, 
religion, national origin and sex. Sexual 
orientation is not included among the protected 
categories, so gays and lesbian are offered no 
protection by federal law. She noted that 
provisions of the Americans with Disabilities Act 
prohibit discrimination against people with 
AIDS/HIV or those perceived to have AIDS/HIV. 

So if a gay man is discriminated against in the 
workplace because he is thought to have 
AIDS/HIV, even though he does not, he most likely 
would be protected by federal law. 

At the state level, Ms. Felker explained that 
Pennsylvania Law, like that of most other states, 
has "At-Will" Employment. Under this doctrine, an 
employer may fire any employee for any reason, at 
any time, including the employee's sexual 
orientation. "You can be fired for good 
reason, bad reason or no reason at all,” said 
Felker. The only exceptions to the "At-Will" 
employment are the protected categories under 


the Pennsylvania Human Relations Act, which like 
federal law only includes race, sex, religion and 
national origin. Another possible exception to "At- 
Will” employment, according to Attorney Felker, 
would be the "just cause" provision of a union 
contract which requires that an employee be 
terminated only for job related causes. 

At the local level, five cities in Pennsylvania have 
laws prohibiting discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation in employment. These are 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Harrisburg, Lancaster 
and York. No municipality in the Lehigh Valley has 
such an ordinance. 

Ms. Felker advised employees who feel they are 
being discriminated against to keep notes, records 
or diaries of events, meetings, comments of 
superiors and incidents in the workplace. "If you 
are called into a meeting, ask if you can tape 
record it, if they say no, ask if you can take notes, 
then write everything down on paper," she 
advised. Employers often try to bury 
discrimination claims under a mass of paper 
records, by keeping notes or diaries, you are 
creating your own paper trail that can be used as 
evidence in a discrimination suit. 

Ms. Felker commented on the eternal dilemma of 
gay and lesbian employees, should I "come out" 
at work. Ms. Felker said that employees who have 
made their sexual orientation known at work may 
have more protection than those who remain in 
the workplace closet. She reasoned that the 
employer then could not defend a charge of 
discrimination based on the argument that he/she 
did not know of the employee's sexual orientation. 
She added that many employers mistakenly 
believe that it is illegal to fire someone 
because they are gay or lesbian. 

After Ms. Felker's presentation LVGLTF 
Discrimination Committee co-chair, Steve 
Black announced the Task Force's Incident 
Reporting procedures. The Task Force has 
developed a set of forms for gays and 
lesbians who have been discriminated 
against to report these incidents. Forms to 
report employment discrimination, housing 
discrimination and bias crimes and 
harassment. The Task Force will address as 
many incidents as it can. LVGLTF will also 
use the information from the reporting forms 
to show public officials, police, media and the

general population the existence and extent of 
discrimination and its effects on its victims. 

LVGLTF is also developing a referral list of 
attorneys, doctors, and psychologists who are gay 
and lesbian positive and whose practices deal with 
these issues. 

LVGLTF reminds the community, that if we remain 
silent, we will continue to be victims. To achieve 
equality gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgendered 
people must fight each incident of discrimination 
as individuals and as a community. To report 
incidents of discrimination, harassment or bias 
crimes, please call that Lehigh Valley Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force's Hotline at (610) 515-1551.

Cohabitation Agreements: A 

cohabitation agreement is a written 
contract between two unmarried 
people which spells out the 
responsibilities of each partner. The 
agreement's primary focus should be 
on the couple's financial situation, 
such as who will be responsible for 
what expenses and what 
ownership interest each has in 
shared property. The agreement may also include 
household responsibilities and fidelity provisions. 
Courts have not upheld agreements that had 
sexual relations as their sole or primary focus. 
Cohabitation Agreements may also include 
property division provisions that would take effect 
in the event that the couple separates, operating 
much like a premarital agreement. 

Wills: Wills are very important for a gay or lesbian 
couple. If one partner would die without a will 
(intestate), Pennsylvania's intestacy statute 
would apply to the distribution of the 
decedent's property. Because the statute 
does not recognize same-sex 
relationships, property will be distributed 
to parents, siblings or other blood 
relatives. A same-sex partner is treated 
as a "total stranger" under 
these provisions. By executing a will, a 
person is able to determine for herself 
what will happen to her property upon her 
death. A will can no longer be challenged 
solely on the grounds that a person left 
everything to their gay of lesbian lover. 


Durable Powers of Attorney: With a Durable 
Power of Attorney you can appoint another person 
to make financial or health care decisions in the 
event of your incapacity or disability. If you have 
not executed a durable power of attorney, a court 
or the hospital will determine who makes the 


LOVE and the LAW 


Valentine's Day is the time of year when we 
celebrate love. Gay Men and Lesbians celebrate 
Valentine's Day just as many heterosexual couples 
do, by giving their lover flowers or candy, dining 
out at a romantic restaurant or just spending a 
special evening at home. On Valentine's Day it 
really doesn't matter 

who you love; however, every day of the year our 
legal system treats the relationships of gay and 
lesbian couples as inferior to those of non-gay 
couples. The most obvious and significant 
difference is that gay and lesbian couples cannot 
legally marry and are not entitled to the legal 
benefits of marriage, such as 
the right to inherit property, the right to certain tax 
benefits, and the right to make medical or financial 
decisions for an incapacitated partner. 


There are certain legal instruments that gay and 
lesbian couples can execute to give their 
relationships some of the same benefits that 
heterosexual couples gain automatically through 



decisions for you and 
preference will usually be given to 
blood relatives. With a durable 
power of attorney for finances 
you can allow another to 
make all your financial 
decisions or you can limit 
their authority to certain 
tasks. With a durable power 
of attorney for health care 
you can designate another 
person to make decisions 
regarding 

treatment, visit you in the 
hospital, sign medical 
forms and releases, 
consult with medical 
personnel, review your medical records, etc. A 
living will should be included in your durable power 
of attorney for health care. Durable powers of 
attorney allow gay men and lesbians to designate 
their partner as the person to make decisions if 
they become incapacitated, where courts or 
hospitals would not recognize their relationship. 


Living Wills: A living will lists the artificial life 
support procedures that you find acceptable or 
unacceptable in prolonging your life. You should 
also appoint a person who will make decisions as 
to medical treatment if you are incapable. Through 
a living will you can appoint your partner as the 
person to make these 
decisions. 


These are four major instruments gay and lesbian 
couples can use to gain some of the benefits that 
same-sex couples obtain through marriage. 
Because each legal problem is unique, you are 
encouraged to consult an attorney for advice that 
will be tailored to your particular situation and for 
proper drafting of 
these documents.

THE CAINE MUTINY COURT- 
MARTIAL 

Allentown College Theatre opens 1995 with the 
critically acclaimed THE CAINE MUTINY COURT- 
MARTIAL, Herman Wouk's riveting World War II 
military courtroom drama about a young naval 
officer charged with mutiny. The play, opening Feb. 
1, steams full speed ahead toward a guilty verdict 
until it culminates in one of the most famous cross 
examinations in modern American theatre. 

Directed by Gerald J. Schubert OSFS, Chair of the 
Preforming and Fine Arts Department, CAINE runs 
for 12 performances through Feb. 12 at the 
Labuda Center for the Performing Arts at 
Allentown College. 

The play is based on The Caine Mutiny, Wouk's 
1952 Pulitzer Prize winning novel about life aboard 
the fictitious U.S.S. Caine, a U.S. Navy 
minesweeper, during action in the Pacific. The 
Caine's executive officer, Lt. Stephen Maryk, a 
newly commissioned reserve officer, is on trail for 
relieving his Annapolis-trained Captain of duty in 
the midst of a typhoon, claiming that Captain Philip 
Francis Queeg's erratic behavior under stress 
endangered the ship and crew. 


Maryk's defense attorney seemingly does nothing 
to challenge the military prosecutor's highly 
damning case, but Lt. Barney Greenwalt, a 
courtwise attorney in civilian life, has been setting 
the stage to turn the adversarial tables and make 
Queeg's character the focus of the trial. The chain 
of command literally unravels and snaps when the 
unpopular and petty discipline-wielding skipper of 
the Caine takes the witness stand. But a final 
scene takes an ironic turn and raises the question 
of whether rebellions against a higher ranking 
officer can ever be justified in war time and 
suggests an answer that might not fit in some 
politically correct pigeon holes. 

The role of Queeg, given a memorable 
performance by Humphrey Bogart in the film 
based on the novel, will be played by Terry Burgler, 
who heads the acting arm of the theatre program. 
Faculty member Will Neuert designed the set, 
Robert A. Mond designed the lighting, and Cheryl 
Neeley designed the costumes. 

ACT ONE veterans Stephen Lyons and Marc 
Patrick O'Donnell play defense attorney Lt. 

Greenwald, a role created by Henry 
Fonda in the original stage 
production, and Judge Advocate Lt. 
Com. Challee, respectively. 
Sophomore Anthony Trentalage 
makes his ACT ONE debut as Lt. 
Maryk. Seniors Will Ditterline plays 
the presiding naval judge, Captain 
Blakely; and Joseph Reid plays Lt. 
Thomas Keefer, Maryk's 
questionable supporting officer and 
friend. Junior Kate Thompson is the 
Production Stage Manager.

ABOVE GROUND readers probably think P-FLAG, (Parents, Families, and Friends of Lesbians 
and Gays) is "nice" but has little to offer them. I'd like to suggest reasons we need each other. 

P-FLAG's three purposes are SUPPORT . EDUCATION , and ADVOCACY . 

Every person yearns for the love and respect of their parents. Unfortunately, many gay and 
lesbian people have been denied a close relationship with their parents because of prejudice, 
ignorance, fear, or misunderstanding. P-FLAG parents can never replace your parents but we can 
and will support and love you as you are. We may also help you find ways to appeal to your 
parents for understanding and love. 

It is hard to imagine anyone better able to provide support and understanding to a frightened, 
angry, or confused parent of a homosexual child than a parent who has had the same experience. 
The journey from the initial shock to total acceptance can take several routes but is always made 
easier when shared with an experienced traveler. 

Perhaps education is the gay and lesbian community's greatest gift to P-FLAG and the general 
public. Parents and families need to know that nothing about their child has changed except their 
awareness of his or her sexual orientation. They need to meet gays and lesbians who are at 
peace with their sexuality and who are leading productive, respectable lives. They need to learn 
that, just as in the heterosexual community, gays and lesbians come in all sizes, shapes, and 
colors. That they work, play, love, and grow best when they are loved and accepted. 

Advocacy , demanding equality and justice in our daily lives, in our city, state, and national laws, in 
our homes and businesses is best accomplished when Gays and Non-gays stand together. It 
takes never ending vigilance and a willingness to speak out against suspicion and fear with the 
facts and loving examples. We need each other!
